BRYAN’S GHOICE IN DOUBT 


Baltimore, Md., June 23.—The. Democratic 
national committee will meet at noon tomor- 
row to pass on the selection of Alton B. 
Parker for temporary chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic national convention.

That Bryan 
will be @ member of the committee on reso- 
lutions, and that he will play a large part in 
the drafting of the party pletform, was con- 
ceded on all sides. 


Parker Men Stand Firm. 

National committeemen aligned witb 
Parker conferred nearly all day and dis- 
cussed the eltuation from every angle. They 
said nothing had developed to change their 
plan to have Parker’s name presented to the 
convention. Charles F. Murphy talked with 
several national committeemen who told 
him there wae ttle doubt the national com- 
mitteemen would give a big majority for 
Parker.

Mexico City, Mexico, June 23.—. Special. j— 
After keeping the facts suppress... lor neer- 
ly a week, detalis of the grewrome methods 
pursued by federal troops in exterminating 
the rebels have become public, the latest be- 
ing the hanging of more than 200 Zapatistas 
after a battle near Huitazilac, state of Mo-

Refugees arriving here from that bandit 
infested region say the fringe of the forest 
Ming the road for some distance im the vicin- 
ity of Huitzilac was marked with bodies 
hanging from limbs of trees. 

Troops under Gen. Robles encountered a 
éetachment of Zapata rebels four miles from 
Huitzilac and a running fight lasting three 
hours followed. The federals outnumbered 
the rebels but the latter fought desperately 
until flanked and eventually surrounded. 


Hanged One After Other. 

The rebel leader then surrendered. When 
the insurrectos had been disarmed they were 
led to the edge of the forest and one after 
the other were hanged to the nearest tree. 

Gen. Robles in his report said the reason 
the followers of Zapata captured by him in 
Morelos were harged as a substitute for 
shooting to death was to strike terror into 
the hearts of the other rebels operating in 
that state.“ ° 


Wants to Protect Chihuahua. 

Chihuahua, Mexico, June 23.—Gen. Pascual 
Orozco, the rebel chief, has decided to ask 
Gen. Huerta, the federal commander, ad- 
vancing northward with 6,000 men, to agree 
to the policing of this city by a rebel garrison 
whose neutrality should be respected. Gen. 
Orozco said he did not wish to place the city 
with its foreign residents in peril of a mob.

LOOPHOLE ON THE TARIFF 


President’s Views on Judiciary 
Not Indorsed in Full by 
Followers. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Alliance, O., June 23.—[Special.]—The piat- 
form of the fraudulent Coliseum conven- 
tion presents ho proposals looking to policies 
differing in any respect from those in force 
during the last three and a half years of 
the Taft administration. 

A careful consideration of every plank 
demonstrates the purpose of the men who 
framed the platform, and of the candidates 
who will stand thereon to pursue the same 
line of procedure in great national questions 
chat Mr. Taft hitherto has observed. In- 
deed, the platform in its preamble specifically 
indorses the record of the administration, 
but criticises the action of Mr. Taft and ot 
the Republicans, when in control of both 
houses of congress, in enecting a tariff law 
wifich the platform recognizes has not met 
the needs or the desire of the people. 


Judicial Stand Not Indorsed. 

Similarty, the platform fails to give Pres!- 
dent Taft that complete indorsement in con- 
nection with his views respecting the judi- 
clary which he may have expected. } 

The president has sald he “ loves courts 
and loves judges,’ and has denounced as 
revolutionary the proposal to recall judges 
or recell judicial decisions along the line 
ad vocated by Col. Roosevelt. 

The platform inferentialy admits that 
more satisfactory measures should be pro- 
vided for the removal from the bench of an 
unfit judge. 

“While we regard the recall of judges as 
unnecessary and unwise,” it says, we favor 
such action as may be necessary to aimplify 
the process by which any judge. who tp found 
to be derelict in his duty may be removed 
from office.”’ 


Loophole in Tariff Plank. 
As far as the tariff is concerned the plat- 
form admits that some of the existing im- 


port duties are too high, and should be re- 


éuced."’ There is a loophole, however, out 
of which the party may crewil, if necessary, 
similar to that which was inserted in the 
tariff plank of the platform of four years 
ago, which was written by Mr. Taft, wherein 
the Republican party promised revision,“ 
and subsequently declared thie * dia 
not mean revision downward.“ 

The platform of the Coliseum party says 
that “ readjustment should be made from 
time to time to conform to changed cond- 
tions and to reduce excessive rate, but with- 
out injury to any American industry.” 

It ig only necessary to suggest that any re- 
duction of rate might be interpreted as an 
injury to an A n industry in order to 
make this declaration without meaning. It 
is regarded as surprising that there is miss- 
ing from the tariff plank the principle which 
in 1008 Mr. Taft deemed so importent and 
which in his tariff messages he has dwelt 
upon with insistence. 


Taft Revised Declaration. 

The 1008 document specifically said the 
true principle of tariff readjustment is the 
difference in costs of production at home 
and abroad coupled with a reasonable profit 
to American manufacturers. In sending his 
wool revision message to congress, some 
months ago, President Taft cut his deciera- 
tion in half, leaving out all reference to a 
proftt to the manufacturers. 

Bvidently the Republican party Goes not 
care again to commit itself, even to the rest 
of the Taft principle. This is construed 
as a reflection upon the president, efnce, in 
his tariff vetoes, he said his ection was taken 
because the Dills did not carry out what 
he regarded as a principle of vital impor- 
tance. 

The platform declares the tariff ie not re- 
aponsible for the steadily increased cost of 
living. It makes a demand for a scientific 
inquiry into the causes which are operative 
both im the United Sthtes and abroad. The 
‘framers of this provision evidently forgot 
the inquiry into this subject, which was 
conducted by a committee of the senate of 
which Senator Lodge of Massachusetts was 
chairman. This committee reported thet 
the increase in the cost of living was due 
to combinations in food and other products, 
the depreciation of gold through theincrease 
in volume of production of the precious 
metal, etc. 


Larger Inquiry Too Involved. 

Some months ago steps were taken for an 
international inquiry into this question. Such 
an investigation would occupy at least two 
years, and in the end probably would beas 
fruitless of results as the Lodge inquiry. 

The truth of the matter is that any party 
in contro) of the government can deal with 
a question of this character as it involves 
combinations in “restraint of trade, which 
under the Shermen law are illegal and mat- 
ters which constantly are being investigated 
by existing governmental agencies. 

From the progressive point of view the 
whole purpose of this declaration in the 
platform is to keep the public in doubt as 
to whether the great national abuses de- 
ecribed by the progrespives are in fact the 
real causes of the tremendous edvance in

The platform is ailent with respect to the 
Aldrich monetary commission bill, which 
President Taft so warmiy indorged in a 
message to congress last December.

William Allen White of Kansas, Walter 
Brown of Ohio, Williem Flinn of Pittsburgh, 
and others may resign or lose their mem- 
dershipa and Taft men repudiated at the 
primaries, among them Victor Rosewater, 
David Mulvane, Arthur I. Vorye, and Boles 
Penrose, appointed in their places. 

The Massachusetts delegation deadlocked, 
18 to 18, on the question whether Senator 
Murray Crane of Massachusetts should be 
made again a member of the committee. 
The Roosevelt members offered to vote for 
any man suggested by the Taft men except 
Crane. This offer was not accepted. The 
committee has the power to elect a man to 
fil the vacancy.

pe Revublicen mates and the progres 
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sive element in others, including the southern 
states, went at once from the Coliseum to 
Orchestra hall. Gov. Hiram W. Johnson. 
who, with the delegates from his home etate 
of California, has thrown himself into the 
new movement, made a speech in which he 
staked his reputation on the belief that it 
would unite east and west, north and south, 
as they never before have been united in 
American politics. 

United States Senator Clapp of Minnesota, 
who read the resolutions adopted by the 
delegates, announced he could make no 
speech because of the lateness of the hour. 
but he indicated plainly he wae for the new 
party. Controller Prendergast of New York 
gald the new party would find the east was 
not as devoted to standpat policies as the 
weet supposed; he prophesied the response 
in his own state would not be shamed by that 
in California or anywhere eles. 

W. D. Lewis of Pennsylvania wae engaged 
in making the game promise for his state 
when Col. Roosevelt was brought to the 
platform. 


Calls Them Lawful Delegates. 

“Gentlemen: I thank you for your nom 
mation,“ said Col. Roosevelt, and in you I 
recognise the lawfully elected delegates to 
the Republican conventian, who represent 
the overwhelming majority of the voters 
whe took part in the Republican primaries 
prior to the convention, and who represent 
the wish of the majority of the lawfully 
elected members oftheoonvention. Iaccept 
the nomination subject to but one condition.

Nominee Profits by Fraud. 


“ Now, gentlemen, there are those who ask 
us to stay in the party which has just fraud- 
ulentiy nominated for the presidency a man 
who inspired and profited by thefraud. They 
ask us to submit to infamy in the present on 
the ground that perhaps we may be able to 
prevent such infamy in the future. 

“They seem to forget that the vicious cir- 
cle has been completed and that this fraudu- 
lent convention has provided in its fraudu- 
lently chosen national committee a means 
whereby they can hope once again four years 
hence and with the like impunity to over- 
throw the will of the majority of the voters 
at the primaries. 

The national committes, over whose sel en- 
tion and retention in office the voters have 
no control whatever, makes up the fraudu- 
lent temporary roll call which controls the 
national convention. The national conven- 
tion thus fraudulently made up names an- 
other national committee; and the new na- 
tional committee, constituted by the same 

elements that constituted the old one, has 
already shown by its actions that ft can be 
trusted four years hence to repeat the mis. 
behavior of the old one. 
Vicious Circle Must Be Broken. 

“The vicious circle must be broken. The 
powerful crooked political bosses have and 
ought to have no feeling but contempt for 
the honest men who submit to their violent 
and unscrupulous dishonesty. If we permit 
traud of this kind to triumph we do a shame- 
ful thing, and show either that we are faint 
at heart or dull of conscience. 


I have get them forth fully ip the many 
speeches I have made during the last four 
montha, while making an active contest for 
the nomination which I won, and out of whioh 
I have been cheated by the men who feared 
to see these principles reduced to actiom 

“Fundamentally these principles ara 
first, that the people have the nght torule 
themselves, and can do so better than any 
outsiders can rule them; and second, that 
it is their duty so to rule in a spirit of 
justice toward every man and every woran 
within our borderm and to use the govern- 
ment so far as possible as an inetrument for 
obtaining not merely polttical but in 
dustrial justicnn. We do not stand for these 
principles as mere abstractions any more 
than we stand for honesty and fair play es 
mere abstractions. 

Honesty and Fair Play. 

“We seek to apply them practically in 
every relation of life where we have power. 
We stand for honesty and fair play. 

“We practically apply the commandment, 
Thou shalt not steal,“ and we wish to give 
a square deal to every citizen of this re- 
public so that he may have a chance to show 
the stuff there isin him, unhelpedy privilege 
himself and unhampered by privilege for 
others. 

“I hold that we are performing a high 
duty in inaugurating thie movement, for the 
permanent success of practices such as have 
obtained in the fraudulent convention that 
has just closed its sittings would mean the 
downfall of this republic; and we are per- 
forming the most patriotic of duties when we 
set our faces like flint against such wrong.”

It wae made clear before the meeting that 
Col. Roosevelt realizes the gravity of the 
task he and the men with him are under- 
taking.

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Statement of Principles 
of Neu Progressive Party. 


The secolutions adopted by the new 
progressive party at its convention in 
Orchestra hall that adjourned early 


yesterday morning follow: 

We, delegates and alternates to the Re- 
publican national convention, senting a 
clear majority of the voters of the Republican 
party in the nation and representing a clear 
majority of delegates and alternates legally 
elected to the convention in meeting assem- 
bled make the following declaration: 

We were delegated by a majority of Re- 
publican voters of our respective districts 
and states to nominate Theodore Roosevelt 
in the Republican national convention as the 
candidate of our party for president and 
thereby car & out the will of the voters as 
expressed at the primaries. We have ear- 
nestiy and conscientiously striven to exe- 
oute the commission intrustec to us by the 
party voters. 


Denied Justice for Five Days. 

For five days we have been denied justice 
in the national convention. This result has 
been accomplished by the action of the now 
defunct national committee in placing upon 
the preliminary roll of the convention, and 
thereby seating upon the floor of the conven- 
tion, a sufficient number of fraudulently 
elected delegates to control the proceedinge 
of the conventiom ‘These fraudulent Gele- 
gates, once seated, have by concerted action 
with one another put themselves upon the 
permanent roll, where they constitute an 
influence sufficient to control the convention 
and defeat the will of the party as expressed 
at the primaries. 

We have exbausted every known means 
to hold off this conspiracy and to prevent 
this fraud upon the popular will, but without 
success. 


See Duty Toward Colonel. 
We were sent to this convention bearing 
the most specific instructions to place Theo- 
dore Roosévelt in nomination as the candi- 
date of our party for president, and we there- 
fore deem it to be our duty to carry out those 
instructions in the only practical and feasi- 
ble way remaining open to us. Therefore, 
be it 

Resolved, That we, representing the major- 
ity of the voters of the Republican party and

A MODERN MOSES 


The Rev. David T. Denman 
Thrilled by the Colonel’s 
“Righteous Anger.” 


FILLS NEED OF THE HOUR 


Refusal to Accept Tainted Nomi- 
nation Praised by Pastor 
as Great Act. 


Col. Roosevelt was likened to Moses, the 
leader of the Israelites, whose “soul was. 
swept by a violent etorm of righteous anger,“ 
by the Rev. David T. Denman of the First 
Baptist church of Oak Park yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The anger of Col. Roosevelt evinced in say~ 
ing he would not accept a nomination for 
the presidency from the hands of a conven- 
tion with delegates fraudulentiy seated was 
compared to that of Moses in breaking the 
tables of the law on his return from Sinai 
when he saw the people worshiping the 
golden calf. 


Praises Colonel Declination. 

“The one thing that thrilied me—and the 
only thing thet did-during the Republican 
convention.“ he said, was the utterance 
of the man who said he would not accept a 
nomination for the presidency from the 
hands of a convention some of whose dele- 
gates were fraudulently seated. In this day 
we want a Moses who indignantly refuses 
any office which has any taint in it and is 
determined to uphold right toward God and 
man in every walk of life. 

“There are differences in anger, little 
anger, and big anger. Some men are con- 
stantly angry with a little anger, but are too 
small souled ever to be moved by a righteous 
indignation and properly show it. 

“The anger of Oliver Cromwell wes a ter- 
ror to his enemies; the wrath of Wellington | 
struck men with fear, and men were para- 
lyzed in the presence of the terrible indig- 
nation of Washington. It was not that their 
personal ambition had been thwarted. It 
was zeal for God and and the right which had 
been filled on the holy mount. 


Tells of Moses’ Anger. 

When chosen to be leader of his people 
at the burning bush, Moses reluctantly ec- 
cepted the position, but worked with deter- 
mination when he saw his call. The anger 
of Jesus in Matthew XII., woe unto you 
Scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites,’ was in- 
tense indignation against the rulers and lead- 
ers of the people who were blind guides. 

** Moses’ anger waxed hot against what the 

golden calf stood for. It meant going back- 
ward and departing from everything good. 
It meant selling themselves to work wicked- 
ness. 
With Moses there was no dickering or 
compromise with the golden caif or its mak- 
ers, who were evil and whom he condemned. 
Victory comes not often with big majorities 
and seldom with the popular vote, but from 
the determined man, knowing right and car- 
rying it out against all oppoaition—against 
opposition even by friends!’ 


Minister Urges Third Party. 

A plea for a new political party, embracing 
the principles advocated by the progressive 
element in both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties, was made yesterday from the 
pulpit of Lexington Avenue Baptist church.

DELEGATES STORM BALTIMORE 


Clark Boomers Arrive in ‘‘Houn’ 
Dog Special.” 


„H.-H.“ CROWD ON GROUND. 


Promise Sullivan Forces Fight; Roose- 
velts Due There Today. 


Baltimore, Md., June 23.—Democratic dele- 
gations today took possession of Baltimore. 
The first body of boomers to make their 
Appearance were 150 Clark men from Mis- 
sourl. They came on the houn' dog spe- 
cal.“ Big buttons of the speaker made them 
conspicuous a block off. They had stopped 
in Washington long enough to shake hands 
with Champ Clark and tell him they were go- 
ing to win at Baltimore Promises were 
given that the delegation would be heard 
from tomorrow. 

Another train load of delegates and boom- 
ers came in from Oklahoma, but the trouble- 
some thing about it was that the boomers 
were divided between Clark and Wilson. 
“ Alfaifa Bill’ Murphy, head of the Wilson 
following, admitted he was outnumbered on 
the train, but promised another battalion 
of Wilson men on the ground tomorrow. 


Murphys Hamper Situation. 

The presence of Murphy added to the al- 
ready complicated situation arising out of 
o many Murphys at the convention. Tom 
Taggart, the Indiana national committee- 
man, was fencing with newspaper men in re- 
gard to a reported conference with Charles 
F. Murphy, the Tammany Hall leader. 

“Which Murphy.“ asked Taggart, when 

the newspaper men surrounded him. ‘‘ Don’t 
put it down that I said Charles F. was the 
only Murphy here.“ 
Led Dy Mayor Carter Harrison of Chicago 
some 800 Hearst-Harrison men stopped in 
Baltimore a brief time today and then went 
on to New York. 

Mayor Harrison said his followers wer: 
prepared to giye the Sullivan forces the bat- 
tle of thelr Uvea when the national commit- 
tee takes up the Illinois contests. 


Band Music Tabooed.

rary ‘chairman of the convention. Mr. Mack 
was not averse to this; indeed, as an individ- 
ual member of the committee, he was for it. 
A month or so later Bryan and Mack met, 
and Bryan said. nothing to indicate he had 
changed his mind, nor did he on the occa- 
sion of another meeting, a month or so after 
the first one. 


Then They Suggested ‘Parker. 


Not long ago Mack received a letter from 
Bryan in which Bryan suggested that maybe 
he wouldn't care to be temporary chairman 
and asked Mack to consult with me Wilson 
men and Clark men and see whom they had 
in mind as a fit man to preside over the open- 
ing of the convention. 

Mack replied he couldn't do that, for if he 
consulted with the Wilson people and took 
a Wilson man the Clark people would say 
he had discriminated against them, and the 
Wilson people would have the same com- 
plaint’ f a Clark suggestion was followed. 
Therefore he and the other members of the 
subcommittee selected Parker, and thought 
Mr. Bryan could not and would not object, 

Bryan's objection followed in due course, 
He te here now to make that objection as 
emphatic and as effective as possibile, but not 
really because of any objection to Parker as 
a keynoter. 

Bryan knows that keynote speeches ina 
convention are about as effective, in a polit- 
ical way, ase reading of an essay on silence 
would be. It is not that he is afraid Par- 
ker will say anything incendiary, or Decause 
he is afraid Parker. will be dully safe and 
sane. 


Commoner Faces Difficult Fight. 


Bryan, isn't after Parker; he is after the 
unit rule, but he has a difficult fight, for if 
the Harmon people fall in with him, for ex- 
ample, and vote to aboligh the unit rule, 
Harmon loses a number of. Ohio delegates, 
and so would Underwood lose delegates, and 
so would Clark and Wilson. 

The leaders have no correct line on the con- 
vention. They do not know what will hap- 
pen, but they intend to uphold the choice 
of the subcommittee, vote for Parker, hand 
Parker to the convention, and then do the 
best they can. 

In reality there are three elements in this 
convention, and they may be divided thus: 
Radicals, near radicals, and conservatives. 
They are best typified by their leaders. The 
Bryan and Wilson men can be called radi- 
cals in a broad sense, the Clark men near 
radicals, and al others conservatives, 
No man knows accurately just how this di- 


vision will be maintained in a roll call, but 


the victory lies, of course, with two ele- 
ments that join against one other. 


An Artiless Political Question. 


Thus, the Bryan men and any other ele- 
ment could win. That is, a combination of 
the out and out Bryan men and Wilson and 
Clark could do anything. That is an artless 
little political question that will require some. 
thought defore an answer is secured and 
more manipulation before the answer can 
be made effective. 

Although it is claimed there are numerous 
letters in ce in which Mr. Bryan has 
intimated, said, asserted, and declared, as 
the case may have been, that he does not 
desire the nomination, the proportion of

wants and will try to get the nomination is 
about nine out of every possible ten. 
These Democrats in Baltimore are con- 
~vinced they will win. They talk in awed 
tones of their responsibilities, for as they 
point out in a most impressive manner, they 
claim they really are making a president 


at this convention, in addition to nominating .: 


one. They think it is all over but the per- 
functory detail of voting next November and 
they are heavily borne down with their obli- 
gations to their country, theif party, and 
themselves. 


Bryan Center of All Talk. 


Wherefore, it is a serious gathering, as 
must be the case with the fate of the nation 
hanging in the balance. And all discussions 

start and end with Bryan. Does he want 
it? Can he get it? Win he get it? Is there 
no one else? 

As in every Democratic convention since 
1696, Bryan is the biggest figure. He dom- 
inates. The machine may be able to defeat 
him, when working as a machine, Dut can 
the machine defeat him when working 
through the convention and the delegates 
therein? If the men who run the machine 
knew the answer to that they would be easier 
in their own minds. 

As it is they are not sleeping very well. 
Every time they wake up in the stilly 
watches of the night, Bryan glares at them 
over the foot of their beds. 

They see him when they take a walk 
abroad. They fancy him glowering over 
their shoulders when they are at their con- 
ferences. What will Bryan do and what can 
he do? They would like to know. 

Of course, the result of this convention was 
largely determined by the result at Chi- 
cago in a political sense. That is, the logic 
ot it is for the Democrats to name a radical 
for president, and for this reason the Demo- 
crats of the country are certain they are 
coming back into power, are certain Taft 
cannot be elected, and so are many Republio- 
ans. Hence if the Democrats name a man 
who is only fairly satisfactory all Demo- 
crats will vote for him, because they see a 
chance of victory. And all the Democrats 
must do to win is te hold the normal Demo- 
cratic vote. * 


‘May Be Four Tickets. 


But it is pointed out, if the convention 
names a conservative,:a reactionary, the 
radical Democrats will go to Roosevelt, or 
to a radical Democrat,'and the nominee 
of this convention will lose. This, it would 
seem, brings. the contest, or will bring it, 
down to a final ballot between Wilson and 
Clark, the two candidates who have greatest 
number of vdtes for a start, with Bryan 
as ever present possibility. 

However, there is another and quite pos- 
sible outcome. and that is that if the ma- 
chine controls—and it is a conservative ma- 
chine—and followe the lead of the machine 
at Chicago and names a conservative, there 
may be four tickets in the field, one headed 
by Tdtt, one headed by Roosevelt, one head- 
ed dy the conservative named at this conven- 
tion, and one headed by- Bryan? 

This is speculative politics, however, for it 
ie ‘net likely the convention will name a con- 
servative.

Mr. Roosevelt might indorse the rigt kind 
of a man and not run himeelf. 

The right man to name is the right sort of 
a progressive. 

Identity of Candidate a Mystery. 

Having made that statement, the question 
ares: Who is the right sort of a progres- 
sive? 
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a progressive should be named. His identity 
is a dark mystery. 

Shall he be Wilson, or Clark, or— Bryan? 
These three are most talked about and will 
be earliest the most important factors. Of 
course, neither of these may be named, but on 
the Sunday before the convention the choice 
seems likely to fall between one of these— 
seems likely, I said, and no more than that; 
positively, no more.

Baltimore, Md., June 23.—Vice presidential 
candidates and their supporters are here 
aplenty, although thus far they have kept in 
the background.

Late National Chairman 
Thinks Electors Will Sup- 
port President Taft.

UNEASY OVER NEBRASKA. 


Admits Formation of Progres- 
sive Wing Is Likely; Other 
Leaders Give Views. 


Victor Rosewater, pale but calm, said yes- 
terday that he didn’t see how the Roosevet 
forces could command the Republican or- 
ganization in Nebraska in spite of the plu- 
rality given Col. Roosevelt in the primaries, 
But he was anxious to admit that he might 
be mistaken, and made it plain that he would 
not assume the role of prophet. 

“ The Republican electors have been named 
in Nebraska,”’ Mr. Rosewater said. Under 
the circumatances these electors will have 
to vote for President Tat. Some of them 
may not do 1, but I shall be astonished if 
they don’t. Roosevelt electors may be named 
and may be voted on in the dlection, but they |. 
will have to ge under some other name than 
Republican in Nebraska. The door is open 
for a new party in Nebraska, and one can be 
formed by complying wtih a few simple con- 
ditions. I don't know just what @uccess a 
new party will have in Nebraska, and I do 
not care to prophesy.” 


New Name in Illinois? 

Mr. Rosewater seemed to think conditions 
in Inode are similar as far as the electors 
are concerned, and that a new party desig- 
nation would be necessary in order to per- 
nut the Roosevelt electors to appear on the 
ballot. 

Gov. Aldrich of Nebraska at one time u- 
dicated he expected to support the man nomi- 
nated hy the Republican national convention. 
He was cne of the governors who issued the 
call for Col. Roosevelt’s candidacy, but he 
has not announced hie intention since the 
Coliseum convention adjourned. 

Boles Penrose of Pennsylvania was an- 
other member of the late national commit- 
tee who did not care to prophecy. 

Spectators in national conventions would 
be muzzied if chairmen could amlably re- 
quire it. So announced Senator Elihu Root 
yesterday in a stroll down Michigan avenue.

PLAN SOLID TRAINS TO COAST. 


‘St. Faul, Northwestern, and Union 
Pacifie Reach Traffic Agreement 
on Through Service. 


A notable development in transcontinental 
passenger service will be inaugurated next 
Sunday. Through a new traffic arrangement 
between the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul, the Chicago and Northwestern, and 
the Union Pacific trains of these lines which 
heretofore have béen consolidated at Omaha 
will be run through to the coast as individual 
trains. Under the new arrangement the gt. 
Paul will have three additiona! routes to the 
coast. one to Los Angeles, another to Port- 
land, and a third to San Francieco, including 
two trains that will be run solid the entire 
distamce from Chicago. By a similar ar- 
rangement between the Northwestern and 
the Union Pacific the Northwestern wil run 
two trains through intact.

AD Lafcadio Hearn seven souls? Nine 
Kennard in her biography—which ap- 
pears under the simple title LAF- 
CADIO HEARN " (Appleton's)—says 
that an old gardener in Japan once 
told him so. He was, in any event, an avid 
taster of life. He passed from phase to 
phase, and whenever circumstances caged 
him, he boldly opened the door and let his 
spirit free again. It was not enough for 
him to try now this manner bf life and now 
that, he was impelled to essay various philos- 
ophies or religions, many peoples, and actual- 
ly to endeavor to inoculate his occidental 
being with the mystic virus of the orient. 
From a sort of prodigality of temperament 
he passed into the austere life of the ascetic, 
end when, as a married man, completely 
satisfied. he settled in his little home “ al- 
most as dainty as a bird cage,” by the 
Ohasigawa river, and was numbered among 
the facylty of the Tokio college, he reached 
the climax of his intellectual complacency. 
“A dignified university professor,“ writes 
Mrs. Kennard, “ had taken. the Place of the 
erratic bohemian who frequented the levee 
at Cincinnati, and of the starving little jour- 
nalist who, arrayed in reefer coats, flannel 
shirt, and outlandish hat, used to appear 
in the streets of New Orleans. Now clad 
in official robes, he passed out through a 
line of prostrate servants on his way to col- 
lege, each article of clething having been 
handed to him, as he dressed, with endless 
bows of-humility and submission by the 
daughter of a line of feudal nobles.” 


— 


It may have been this abject compliance. 
this tepid amiability, which acting on the 
alert mind of this explorer of life, caused 
him to write in extraordinary autobiographi- 
cal frankness: “ The real charm of women 
in herself is that which comes after the first 
emotion of passionate love has died away, 
when all illusions fade, to reveal a reality 
lovelier than any illusion which has been 
evolved behind the phantom curtain of them. 
And again marriage seems to me a certain de- 
struction. of all emotion and suffering. So 
that afterward one looks back at the old 
times with wonder. One cannot dream or 
desire anything more after love has been 
transmuted into marriage. It is likea haven 
from which you can see currents rushing 
like violet bands beyond you out of sight. 
It seems to me (though I am a poor judge 
of such matters) that it does not make a 
man any happier to have an intellectual 
wife, unless he marries for society. The less 
intellectual. the more capable, so long as 
there is neither coarseness nor foolishness: 
for intellectual conversation a man can't 
really have with women. Woman is antago- 
nistic to it. An emotional truth !s quite as 
plain to a childish mind, as to the mind 
of Herbert Spencer or of Clifford. The child 
and the God come equally near to the eter- 
nal truth. But then marriage in a com- 
plex civilization is really a terrible prob- 
lem; there are so many questions involved.”

Hearn certainly was endeavoring to reach 
the simple civilization ae opposed to the com- 
plex ones. He scamped the whole respon- 
sibility of his race—skedaddied from it, as 
they would have said in the days of . He 
wae out searching for ease for Hearn. and 
he got into a little backwater which he 
mistook for Nirvana. The whole of the 
“geven souls would appear to be under 
the domination of a curious, fastidious, and 
perverse imp of selfishness—an imp which 
contrived to bear itgelf with such distinc- 
tion that its true nature was difficult to dis- 
cover. Naturally enough, he had a dis- 
epiriting reaction against the orient. The 
lotus eaters probably sickened horribly of 
the too luscious scent of their flowers. Hearn 
became desperately wistful, though what he 
desired he found it difficult to explain. Per- 
haps a keen psychologist could have told 
him. He wanted the occident—wanted the 
place where men work in splendid discontent, 
where they fume and sin and repent and 
achieve and climb and curse and taunt de- 
feat, and ridiculously or heroically “ get 
there.“ He had supposed himself to be

be contemplative, save when he feels the 
anesthetizing approaches of paresis. 

Perhaps, Hearn sadly writes, after the 
pretty romance of Japanese life began to pall 
on him, “ perhaps the power to feel a thrill 
dies with the approach of a man's fiftieth 
year—perhaps the only land to find the new 
sensation in is the past—floats blue peaked 
unger some beautiful dead sun in the ‘ tropic 
clime of youth.’ Must I die and de born 
again, to feel the charm of the far east—or 
will” Amenomori Nobushige (the friend to 
whom he was writing)—discover for me some 
unfamiliar blossom growing beside the foun- 
tain of immortality? Alas! I don’t know——" 

But he might have known if he had less 
imagination and more mere human sense. He 
would have known that his life was not 
fulfilled because he had not made brothers of 
the men of his own race; because he tried to 
suit his mind to the minds of men of delicate, 
particular ideas; because the woman who an- 
swered to his call of wife looked at him 
with the eyes of a besotted deference; be- 
cause his son showed the mixture of two 
races in his little lithe body; because he was 
displaced, out of focus, self-exiled into @ 
pensive lintbo of the misfit. 


—— 
The pathos of the whole thing lies in the 
fact that, intensely interested in life as 


+ Hearn was, he did in a sense, negiect to live. 


He wes not a man—he was an observer, @ 
student, a reflector. There always isa fright- 
ful danger threatening the professional 
student. It is that heshall live with shadows 
and not with realities. Hearn himself real- 
ized it. He said that society everywhere 
suspected men like himself. Writers like 
Kipling, he said, belong to the great life 
struggle and the world believes them and 
enjoys them, but Dreamers that talk about 
preéxistence and who think differently from 
common sense folk are quite outside of social 
existence.” It is astutely perceived and well 
stated. Society has an aversion to the scholar, 
particularly when the scholar committed 
astonishing rudenesses and assumes extreme 
exclusiveness, no matter what the reason for 
that exclusion. 

It is a genuine and healthful! pleasure to rail 
against Hearn, because he spent 80 large a 
proportion of his time railing againet—or at 
least objecting to—the world and we whoare 
in it. His best energiew were devoted to avold- 
ing us; so, naturally, the present reviewer 
spent her best energies avoiding thie impor- 
tant and fascinating life of him by Mrs. Ken- 
nard. But like Hearn himself the book could 
not be ignored. It is too fair, too clever, too 
sympathetic, too remarkably comprehending. 
Mrs. Kennard knows how to pity as well as to 
erſticise him. She has a full appreciation of 
the wonder of his little, per petual motion sort 
of a brain, from which such odd things came— 
such triumphs of curious workmanship, euch 
jewels, ingeniously cut, such puzzling amal- 
games of fine metals, chased in design unique 
and incomperably finished. He was a lover 
of ttle beauties and of little wonders. To sit 
in a garden watching leaves, or ants, or bee- 
tles, to hear the wind laugh, to see his little 
obedient wife moving about, to frolic with 
his charming half caste children, were his de- 
lights. He kept the soul of a child—was as 
wistful, as easily pleased, es petulant, as 
lonely, as wonderful asa child But he was a 
@hild driven and scourged by a terrible ta- 
master, Genius. He hated everything that 
kept him from work when the workmood Was 
én him.

100 MEN IN 200 METERS RACE 


Classic Marathon Contest Will Bring 
Together Seventy-two Contenders. 


STOCKHOLM. June 23—The number of 
entries for the Olympic games is greater than 
on any previous occasion; Seventeen heats 
and two qualifying rounds will be necessary 
to reduce the fleld of ninety-five entered for 
the 100 meter dash to the six men entitled 
to compete in the final, One hundred men 
are entered for the 200 meter dash, twenty- 
eight wilt @ontest in the 400 meter event, and 
seventy-two in the 800 meters 

For the 1,500 meters eighty-eight men are 
entered and for the 5,000 meters eighty. The 
10,000 meters run has attracted eighty-two, 
and the high hurdles sixty competitors. 


Seventy-two in Marathon. 

The classic Marathon WT bring together 
seventy-two contenders. Nine nations will 
be represented in the 3,000 meter team race, 
while teams representing the United States, 
Russia, Italy, ‘Hungary, England, Canada, 


Germany, France, Austrias, and Sweden will match 
epeed and staying powers in the 1,600 meter 
relay. The relay dash of 400 meters Will have 
teams competing from the United States, Hun- 
gary, Austria, Germany, Bohemia England, Rus- 
sia, Norway, Canada, France, Italy, and Sweden. 

The entries for the field events are not quite so 
large. Sixty-five men will compete in the running 
high jump and the standing high jump, eighty-nine 
in the running broad jump, sixty-seven in the 
standing broad jump, fifty-seven in the hop, step, 
and jump, and forty-seven in the pole vault. 


Javelin Attracts Many Athletes, 


Throwing the javelin with the best hand will 
bring together sixty-five, while thirty-two have 
entered for the same event, using both bands. 
Seventy-one will throw the discus with the best 
hand, and fifty-six with both hands. The shot put 
with the best hand has attracted sixty-two com- 
and the same event’ with two hands’ 
twenty-seven. Only twenty-eight men will try 
the hammer throw, seven being members of the 
American team and twelve representing Sweden.

POLITICS GIVEN AS CAUSE 


Metal Issues Continue to Be 
Among the Few Strong Points 
in the Situation. 


New York, June 23.—Last week's stock 
market was stirred from dullness and almost 
lethargy only at occasional intervals. 

The been interest, approaching suspense. 
with which the political struggle was 
watched operated to divert attention from 
the stock market rather than to exercise any 
active influence on the movement of prices 

The irreguiar hardening movement was 
evidence of the absence of any feeling of 
uneasiness over the course of political 
affairs. This found its reflection in the ex- 
pressed opinion, partly influenced by hope, 
that business was destined to proceed on its 
upward course in disregard of any political 
disturbances, so far as yet discernible. 


Much Money Goes Abroad. 

Preparations for the July settlements had 
some repressive effect on business activity 
and on the stock market movements based 
on assumptions of the Dusiness prospect. 

There were extensive remittances abroad, 
partly to cover July maturities on covponand 
dividend obligatlons and partin to place 
loans in the Berlin money market. 

In New York the $40,000,000 Brooklyn tran- 
sit six year 5 per cent notes were qfered 
by a syndicate which bought them at 96.65, a 
price which must carry the syndicate profit 
as well as the yield to the issuing company. 

This transaction cornmoborates other evi- 
dences of the onerous terms required for the 
enlistment of new capital 

Agreement on the terms of the $800,000,000 
Chinese loan points to a heavy drain to come 
on investment supplies. 


Metal Trades Are Strong Points. 

The strong points in the situation continue 
to be in the metal trades. Operations are 
maintained at high tide at the steel plants, 
but the upward tendency of labor cost Causes 
solicitude in view of the poor net return 
which is a consequence.

Commissioner Ekern of Wis- 
consin Warns Against 
New Promotions. 


STOCKHOLDERS DECEIVED 


Prospectuses Fail to State Heavy 
Expense in Establishing 
Corporations. 


There have been a number of attempts to 
erganize new fire insurance companies and 
stock has been offered generally through pro- 
fessional salesmen to the public. Fire in- 
surance men who are in touch withthe situa- 
tion realize that most of the prospectuses 
put out by these promotion schemes are mis- 
leading and deceptive. Insurance Commis- 
sioner Ekern of Wisconsin has issued a state- 
“nent to the public in his annual report in 
regard to fire insurance promotions. He 
states that many of the fire insurance pro- 
moters sell stock on which commissions of 
from 10 to 40 per cent of the amount paid by 
the subscriber is received by the promoters. 
Mr. Ekern criticises men high in government- 
al and private positions who lend their names 
as directors and Sponsors of these proposi- 
tions. He states that many men and women 
art attracted by the glowing prospectuses 
and names of men who are given as directors 
The promoters hold out promises of imme- 
diate profit equivalent to the present percent- 
age of dividends on the par value of capital 
stock now paid by the most successful and 
oldest companies. 


Conceal Heavy First Expense. . 

Commissioner Ekern states they carefully 
conceal the fact that in the early history of 
a fre insurance company an average of about 
40 per cent of the premiums is needed for 
expenses and 50 per cent goes for reserves, 
which leaves but 10 per cent from the new 
premiums to meet the losses, which general- 
ly range between 55 and 60 per cent. This 
éifference must be carried from the surplus 
fund until the business of the company has 
been increased to a point where the premiums 
earned practically equal premiums received. 

Commissioner Ekern again asserts that the 
promoters conceal the fact that during this 
period there is generally a shrinkage of the

-| FRUFT TRADE SHOWS ACTIVITY 


Absorption of Generous Supplies 
Is Feature of Produce Week. 


CANNING. SEASON STARTS; 


Home Grown Green Vegetables Of- 
fered; Other Staples Steady. 


Activities in the produce market at Chi- 
cago last week were largely. centered in 
fruits, which were offered in greater abun- 


dance than during any previous week this 
year. Green vegetables also had an active 


week, with the trade turning to home grown 


stock to a large extent, while shipments from 
southern producing points showed a steady 
decrease. Butter, eggs, and cheese had a 
seasonable trade, with speculators the big 
buyers and with the bulk of the errivals 
going into cold storage, houses. 

The season for Michigan strawberries was 
at its height and canners took advantage of 
receipts of 90,00 to 50,000 cases per day 
and low prices to buy up what they needed 
for canning and preserving. Other berries 
came forward in fairly liberal quantities and 
sold at more reasonable prices than at any 
previous time this year. ‘This resulted in 
a noticeable broadening of the consumptive 
demand and all offerings were well taken.

Peaches Come 
Texas forwarded 


‘peaches, which found the trade in a receptive 


mood and sold.readily at satisfactory prices. 
New apples from Illinois and Tennessee Were 
received, but had to sell at low prices be- 
cause of inferior quality. California cher- 
ries and apricots had a brisk frade. 
Florida watermelons arrived in poor condi- 
tion, more than half of them being spotted 
or partly decayed. This caused a shortage 
in the available\gupply, of fine melons, and 


‘prices advanced in spite of weather condi- 


tions that were decidedly unfavorable for 
the consumptive demand. Gem melons from 
Mexico and California were in abundant sup- 
ply and cheaper. 


New Potatoes Are Active. 
New potato receipts averaged around 40 
The demand was active, how- 


ever, and prices were éxcentionaily well bald. 
in spite of the heavy movement. Old crop 
potatoes sold higher early in the week, then 
dropped 30c to 40c a bu, the market for them 
closing in a semi-demoralized condition. 

Poultry trade was only moderately active 
and prices held within narrow bounds, 
closing little changed for the week

Chicago is in the preliminary throes or joy 
of its first safe and sane Fourth of July. 
The city. council has amended the ordinance 
governing the discharge of explosives and 
made it unlawful for other then licensed 
experts to handle fireworks of any char- 
acter. Aside from the pyrotechnic display 
at the White Sox baseball park on the night 
of July 4, there will be no Independence day 
fireworks shown in the city. 

The sane Fourth is the culmination of a 
campaign of ten years. The net result may 
work a hardship on patriotic youngsters, but 
it is generally conceded that there will be 
fewer ambulance calls, less work for doctors 
and nurses, and less worrying for mothers, 
to say nothing of the unimpaired cuticle of 
the youngsters themselves. 

Dealers in fireworks say retail trade in 
their line is a thing of the past in Chicago. 
The same condition they maintain also is 
spreading over the entire country. The busi- 
ness is not being curtailed so greatly, how- 
ever, because of the increase in the whole- 
sale trade. Varidus municipal governments 
are preparing for large public displays in the 
parks,
